The specificity of said antibody was tested to extracts from tumours and normal 
tissues. Tissues were homogenized in chloroform-methanol ("first phase and a 
second phase", "partitioning system" according to claims 1 and 28) and partitioned 
with water and binding to antibody 33E7 was tested ("tools for physiological 
analysis" according to claim 1). More counts were obtained over background with 
membrane fractions of bladder carcinoma ("difference in the relative measure of 
interaction of the at least one species of the first mixture.... second mixture", 
"determining a physiological condition" according to claims 1 and 28).
